It is 
claimed enough men will go back to 
get the works started, but the strike 
leaders deny this. 
Mr. Wickes said there was little or 
no change in the situation at Pullman. 
He said the attitude of the company 
toward its workmen was exactly the 
same it had been from the day of the 
Strike.

If steps are taken 
immediately to remove the objections 
against the issue, and if all defects 
can be remedied w ithin a reasonable 
tim e, we stand ready to take the bonds 
a t our bid, provided, however, th a t 
the bond m arket does not change for 
th e worse meanwhile.

T o T h e

have examined into the validity of a 
proposed issue of bonds by the city of 
Janesville in the state of Wisconsin, 
said bonds being 104 in number, for 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) 
each, bearing interest a t the rate of 
five per cent, per annum, and to be 
issued for the 
purpose 
of raising 
money w herew ith to construct a high 
school building and to purchase a site 
therefor, 
pursuant to Sections 942 
and 943 cf Sanborn <fc Berrym an’s An­ 
notated Statutes of Wisconsin of 18S9. 
And I have the following to say: 
First—In my opinion the exercise 
of the general power, granted to cities 
by said Section 942, to borrow money 
and issue negotiable bonds for the 
purpose of "th e construction of school 
buildings” 
or "to accomplish any 
other purpose in the law ful power of 
such corporation,” is predicated upon 
the power to construct such school 
buildings, 
and 
such other law ful 
power, having previously been either 
expressly or impliedly granted. 
The 
copy of the charter of said city of 
Janesville subm itted for my examina­ 
tion contains no express power to con­ 
struct or erect school buildings, and 
in my opinion 6uch power cannot be 
fairly implied from the express pow­ 
ers granted by said charter.

th e fourth section of said act, the 
common council of any such city is | 
fu rth er empowered to provide for the

th is act of 1893 is constitutional, it is 
my opinion th a t section 942 of San­ 
born & Berryman’s Annotated Stat­ 
utes is thereby repealed in so far as 
said Section 942 operates on cities 
covered by the act of 1893 in regard 
to the issue of bonds for the purpose 
of the construction of school build­ 
ings and the purchase of sites there­ 
for. 
Third:—However, the constitution­ 
ality of said act of 1893, has been 
questioned and I understand a test

KNOCKED OFF A ROOF 
BY THE CURRENT 


ED D IE

CLINGS TO 
TROLLEY W IR E. 
TH E 


One Hand on the Line the Other on the 
Street Car Connection—A Moment 
Later Bystanders Pickkd 
Up the 
Boy Supposing Him to Be Dead — 
He Will Recover. 


Eddi.e Lee dove head first from the 
top of a street car last evening, his 
whole body and limbs paralyzed and 
limp from a charge received from the 
trolly. 
Young Lee climbed np on the 
car to remove a telephone wire. 
He 
was a little careless in his movement, 
or ignorant of the danger before him. 
Bracing himself by taking hold of the 
trolley pole w ith one h a n d ,he reached 
out the other grasping the trolley 
wire, and the deadly current passed 
through him. 
It was fortunate th at 
he stood in a partly bent position 
when his body took the charge, as his 
•w n weight was sufficient to pull him 
away and he fell to tie car deck and 
rolled off to the ground. Had he been 
standing straight, his chance to es 
cape would have been very light. 
The current would have held him fast 
and he 
would 
have been fatally 
shocked. 
“ Lee Pierson and myself were re­ 
moving the old wire to the Victor 
works, on the Madison road near the 
factory,” said Willitz, of the telephone 
exchange in explaining the accident.

In this motor a pivoted oscillating

In the illustration the motor 
is represented operating a double-act­ 
ing pump, which, with the motor, is

In Berlin, where the features of this 
system are so perfectly represented, 
the drains from the houses receive 
both the rain water, the refuse water 
from the kitchen, etc., and the con­ 
tents of the water closets, conducting 
them to an arrangement o f. radial 
sewers, through which, by a natural 
fall, they pass to a dozen different 
pumping stations within the area of 
the town. 
From these the sewage, 
through the 
medium of 
combined 
force and suction pumps, proceeds 
through pipes of three feet or still 
greater diameter to the land which 
the corporation of Berlin possesses, 
the material thence making its final 
exit through a system of conduits so 
arranged that, before reaching them, 
it has parted w ith all its manurial 
power to the soil through which it is 
made to pass. 
The sewage water thus 
filtered reaches the river through the 
natural fall of the conduits in a com­ 
paratively purified state 


An Im proved Unicycle. 
The wheel shown in the illustration, 
patented by a Chicagoan, is designed 
to facilitate traveling at a high rate of 
speed, while being of comparatively 
durable and simple construction.

rim has a cushion tire, two outwardly 
curved webs from which form a cas­ 
ing or cage for the rider, the webs pre­

ment of writing. 
In this mechanism 
there are seventy-four characters, in­ 
cluding all carried by the usual ma­ 
chines, w hile there are but twenty- 
seven keys to be operated, and in its 
movement it strikes downward or 
travels over the page or paper from 
left to right, along a spacing bar, the 
printing contrivance which 
moves 
along the bar w eighing only four and 
one-lialf pounds, while the clasps and 
the entire apparatus weigh only nine 
and three-fourths pounds. 
There is 
also provided an ingenious kind of 
lining1 arrangement—suitable for appli­ 
cation likewise to other typew riters— 
insuring perfect regulation of the dis­ 
tances between lines until the ma­ 
chine is finally worn out.
